HYDE PARK, N. Y., Aug. 1.—(#) 
President Roosevelt mapped a war 
against kidnaping and racketeering to- 
day with his intimate adviser, Ray- 
mond Moley, an authority on crim, 
and scanned every available federal 
statute to aid an immediate campaign. 

He is looking confidently to the

QKLAHOMA CITY, Aug. 1—If my 
story is a little bit sketchy, blame 
it on the fact that I have slept 
scarcely at all for the last nine days. 
First of all, you simply can’t appre- 
ciate how glad I am just to be alive 
and well. It has been a harrowing 
experience, probably even more ter- 
rible for my wife and family and 
close associates than for myself, - 
cause I never felt that my abductors 
would harm me. I would not go 
through jt again for anything in the 
world. 

It seems like a year since we were 
playing bridge on our sun porch a 
week ago last Saturday night, when 
two men entered with machine guns 
and demanded that my friend, Walter 
Jarrett, and I, leave with them. Their 
faces were in the shadow at the time.

To Create More Jobs 
With Approval of F.D.R. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 1.—(@)— 
With the full approval of President 
Roosevelt and the treasury, Chairman 
Jones, of the Reconstruction Corpora- 
tion, tonight asked the nation’s banks 
to aid in the “back-to-work” movye- 
ment by expanding credit. 

At the same time Jones asserted in 
an address that repayments of $710,-

He said the big lending agency 
stood ready to inflate’ the working 
capital of the banks by purchasing 
preferred stock in sound ones. y 

At the conclusion of his speech 
Jones read a letter from President 
Roosevelt indorsing what he said 


“IT congratulate the many bankers 
who have safely steered their institu- 
tions through the troubles of the past 
four years,” the president’s letter said, 
“but credit must be made available to 
all classes of our citizens if business |" 
is to be re-established on a permanent 
workable basis. 

“Your plan to provide banks with | 
new and added capital, by the pur-| 
chase of preferred stock on such fair 
terms as those outlined will enable 
them to extend this credit without 
fear of their positions. 

“It is also interesting to know—as 
the bankers will appreciate—that this 
can be done with no added tax burden 
and at no cost to the public treasury.” 

Plenty of Money. 

Jones said there was no shortage 
of ready money or bank liquidity and 
that the policy of “forced liquidation” 
of loans should cease and credit should 
begin moving into business channels.

Long before the governor was due 
to speak the city park where the 
meeting was held was packed and 
jammed and it took the chief execu- 
tive almost 15 minutes to reach the 
speakers’ stand once he arrived on 
‘the scene in company with Mrs. Tal 
madge and Chairman Hugh Howell, 
of the state democratic executive 
committee. 

Time and again the governor was 
halted in his remarks by the cheering 
which came not only from the crowd 
assembled on the ground but from 
scores perched in trees, on top of 
buildings and at other points of van- 
tage. 

Continuing his report on the ac- 
tivities of the members of the last 
senate, the governor today highly 
praised the services of Senator An- 
drew J. Tuten, of Alma, who was one 
of his strongest supporters and who 
occupied a place on the speakers’ 
stand and made a few remarks here 
today. 

Market Opens Strong. 

The chief executive was introduced 
by Judge Mark D. Dickerson, of the 
Waycross circuit, as the greatest gov- 
ernor Georgia ever had and the great- 
est man south Georgia has ever pro- 
duced. Others who spoke briefly in- 
cluded Speaker E. D. Rivers, of the 
house of representatives; Chairman 
Howell and Mayor Lonnie Pope, of 
Douglas, and W. R. Wilson, president 
of the Douglas Chamber of Com- 
merce, who acted as master of cere- 
monies and was in charge of the day’s 
celebration. 

It was one of the greatest days in 
the history of Coffee county and 
Douglas as thousands came not only 
for the speaking, but for the opening 
of the tobacco market. 

Prices here ranged from eight to 25 
cents a pound, averaging about 15 
cents, which is considerably higher 
than the price of last year.

Slash Seen as First 7 
Months Show Drop. 


With Georgia’s general state funds 
nearly $2,000,000 under. 1932 for the 
first seven months of the year, and 
tax digests from various counties 
showing decreases in valuations, pos- 


sibilities of a further cut in state ap- 
propriations were being discussed 
Tuesday at the capitol. 

General funds collections for the 
year of 1933 through July amounted 
to $4,240,810.16, as against $6,032.- 
459.28 for the same period of 1932, 
and $6,784,552.52 for the first seven 
months of 1931, according to a report 
by State Auditor Tom Wisdom made 
to Governor Talmadge. 

General appropriations for 1933 
were $10,996,000, and Governor Tal- 
madge has already ordered a cut of 
20 to 25 per cent because of declin- 
ing revenues. Tax officials said that 
good tobacco and cotton crops, allow- 
ing payments on back taxes due the 
State, would help to avert further re- 
ductions in appropriations. — Rer- 
month general fund revenue this year} 
so far averages little more than $600,- 
000, or $7,200,000 for the year, as 
against appropriations of $8,250,000, 
the approximate total after the cut. 

Tuesday was the deadline for the 
filing of county tax digests with the 
comptroller general’s office, but some 
extensions were granted. Those al- 
ready in indicate decreases in valua- 
tions, on top of the cut in the state 


tax rate from 5 to 4 mills. 
In his annual report to the gover- 


nor, Comptroller General William B. 
Harrison recommended that some 
limit be placed on the tax rate in 
the various counties, the state rate 
being limited and the county rates 
unlimited. The lack of a county rate 
limit allows a county to increase its 
tax rate, while the assessments are 
lowered, the county raising additional 
revenue without the state getting any 
benefit. Harrison said. 

Auditor Wisdom’s report shows 
that the special fund revenue, allo- 
cated to certain state agencies, was 
only $8,591,171,97 for the first seven 
months of this year, as against $12,- 
020,430.19 for the same period of 
last year. Motor vehicle receipts for 
the period were ‘$867,426.73, as 
against 3,480,864.51 for the 1932 pe- 
riod, Governor Talmadge having cut 
motor license fees to a flat $3 rate.

The alligator snapping-turtle (Ma- 
lacertina) inhabits’ the 
sluggish streams of the southeastern 


United States, and is the largest of 
the fresh water turtles. Specimens 
have been known to reach the weight 
of 165 pounds, although the average 
specimen will in the neighbor- 
hood of 100 pounds. The shell is 
over 50 inches long, with nine inches 
of head and a stout tail added to 
the ends. On the back there are 
three ridges which run from the head 
to the tail end of the shell. The 
head is large, and is equipped with 
a pair of very powerful jaws which 
have been known to sever a stout 
broom handle. 

The tongue is one of the remark-| 
able features of this gigantic reptile. 
It looks like a white grub, and it is! 
said that fish will swim into the tur- 
tle’s mouth and bite at the tongue. 
When the jaws close, the act is over.

They cannot be 
trusted. 

The museum at Emory University 
has a fine mounted specimen of al- 
ligator snapper. It is not as large 
as some that I have seen, but its di- 
mensions are still highly respectable. 
You will be able to gain a very ac- 
curate idea of this sort of turtle from 
the Emory specimen. Of course, in 
the process of mounting, the moss- 
back appearance must give way to 
the fine polish of the real shell, 
which is really more accurate than 
the appearance of the living, camou- 
flaged specimen. 

There are any number of things 
about this turtle that we want to 
know. When does it breed? What 
is the rate of growth? Where is it 
most abundant? ‘These and other 
should be given much 
study. for the alligator snapper is 
our most primitive turtle in fresh 
water.

MEXICO SEES THE LIGHT. 

‘Through varying regimes, over a 
period of many decades, the atti- 
tude of Mexico toward the United 
States has lacked much of the cor- 
diality of interest which would have 
worked to the benefit of both na- 
tions. In this attitude, it kept com- 
pany with most of the other Latin 
American nations, which, blind to 
the advantages of more intimate 
trade and social relations, have 
maintained their closest bonds with 
the nations of Europe. 

The first open indication of a 
realization of their mistaken policy 
by our neighbors to the south came 
with the announcement of the for- 
mation, by the delegates from both 
North and South America to the 
London conference, of a group to 
work for closer relations between 
the nations of the two continents. 


This change in attitude is em- 
phasized by the speech Sunday of 
former President Elias Calles, the 
strong man of Mexico, in which he 
pledges co-operation to the fullest 
extent with other nations of the 
Americas. 

He deplores that ‘‘the disinter- 
ested, apostolic voice of the great 
American president, Roosevelt, and 
Mexito’s best efforts and willing- 
were insuffi- 
cient to make the conference a suc- 
cess. The failure of these efforts, 
he points out, emphasizes the ne- 
cessity fof better understanding 
and closer relations between the na- 
tions of North and South America. 

One of the outstanding lessons 
of the London conference was the 
realization brought home to both 
Anglo-Saxons and Latin Americans 
that the peoples of the New World 
have little to expect from those of 
the Old World. It is. a _ lesson 
which, if well learned, will herald 
a new era of prosperity on this 
side of the Atlantic, during which 
the nations of America, cut loose 
from the handicapping effect of the 
racial animosities and antagonisms 
of Europe, can move more smooth- 
ly and swiftly toward the achieve- 
ment and enjoyment of the oppor- 
tunities possessed by no other peo- 
ples of the world. 


LAW REFORMS IN ILLINOIS. 

The new civil practices act 
passed at the recént session of the 
Illinois legislature accomplishes re- 
forms in legal procedure which 
have been a crying need in Georgia 
for many yéars. 

The basic objective of the new 
Illinois law is to speed up procedure 
by getting defendants into court as 
promptly as possible, accelerating 
their trials and reducing to the min- 
imum the technical delays which 
play so prominent a part in delay- 
ing the meting out of justice. 

Heretofore jury trials have been 
given in ali cases. In future they 
will be given only when the de- 
fendant demands it. . Belated ob- 
jections will not be _ permitted, 
which will assure fewer appeals.

When Maxime Litvinoff, the soviet 
commissar for foreign affairs, came 
to Paris recently after his phenom- 
enal liplomatic successes at London, 
where he succeeded in lining up seven 
states in new non-aggression pacts 
with Russia, I asked him whether the 
offer he made about ‘his country hav- 
ing one billion dollars available for 
foreign orders, still stood, in spite of 
the fact that the London conference 
is more or less of a failure. 

M. Litvinoff replied: “The soviet 
union is in the fortunate position to 
deliver a staggering blow to the world 
depression. We fully intend to place 
arders abroad in the next two or three 
years running to hundreds of millions 
of dollars. There is no going back on 
this decision. In the first place, Rus- 
sia intends to reorganize and mod- 
ernize her entire railway equipment. 
When it is considered that the terri- 
tory of the soviet union gpvers one- 
sixth of the habitable globe and that 
our railway system is antiquated and 
badly worn, it can be imagined that 
railway organization alone involves a 
tremendous expenditure.” 

I asked M. Litvinoff next whether 
any definite plans existed in Moscow 
as to which country wag to furnish 
the first batch of a thousand new 
locomotives of the giant type which 
are well known in America on the 
main lines. He replied that no defi- 
nite decision had been made, but that 
no favoritism existed. “We will buy,” 
he said, “where we can obtain the 
best terms and where we are sure at 
the same time to get the best mate- 
rial.” He would not say that Ger- 
many would be completely left out of 
consideration, in spite of the open 
hostility which the Hitler government 
has shown to Moscow. The soviets 
pursue a realist policy vis-a-vis of 
Germany. Sixty per cent of all Ger- 
man exports last month went to Rus- 
sia. Without Russia at present, Ger- 
many would be plunged into complete 


economic chaos.

Sir Norman Angell, the famous 
writer of “The Great Illusion,” and 
therefore a man who ought. to know 
what he is talking about, asked at 
the close of the national peace con- 
gress held recently in London how 
it was that peace advocacy, carried 
on for a long time now, had met with 
such little relative success. The first 
problem was that of national defense. 
The peace movement had _ itself for 
some time been adding to the con- 
fusion of the publi¢ mind by its dif- 
fering opinions on the _ subject, he 
said. The case for national non-re- 
sistance, he admitted, as the most ef- 
fective method of defense, was logical 
and sound. But he also admitted that 
it was not likely to be adopted by any 
of the nations. 

In his opinion, therefore, the peace 
movement’s attitude should be that it 
would prefer that force should not be 
used at all, but if it was to be used 
it was better that it should be in the 
hands of the judge than in the hands 
of each citizen, armed because there 
was no police. The effect of opposing 
national international sanctions was 
not to abolish sanctions, but to insure 
that they remained national sanctions. 
The choice of society, lay between an 
armed anarchy and an armed society, 
he said, and while he thought that 
both were evil—armed society was the 
lesser evil of the two.

At the door to the sports department, where there 
is that splendid editor and gentleman, Pepe Conte, with 
a staff of eight men to write sports for Havana, there 
was much excitement. 

Mr. Vicente Gomez Kemp was at the door. 

“Isn’t it exciting,’’ he said, speaking in the good English 
which he knows. ‘We are all excited.” 

“What is it?” asked your correspondent, sparring 
for a time. : 
“The Giants, the Giants,’ he said, looking at this patient 

old face of mine to see if there was any jest thereon. ‘‘The 
Giants are beginning a dificult series.”’ 

And so they were. The entire newspaper was up- 
set. Outside there was a scoreboard showing the course 
of the game. A crowd watched it. 

Sentences in which one heard the familiar names of Bill 
Terry, Blondy Ryan and others were flung about at top speed. 

Mr. Kemp likes Blondy Ryan. I told him of Blondy 

Ryan’s failure to play good ball for the Atlanta club. 

He transmitted the news politely to“the others. But it 
seems they already knew about it.

There is, for instance, a young man on the 
sports staff of El Pais who can actually recite the playing rec- 
ords, batting averages and teams-played-with of all the leading 
major league players.

The editor of El Pais told me he considered the sports 
pages of a newspaper its greatest asset. He gives them 
lots of pages. He seemed a very wise editor. One was 
impressed with that the more one talked with him. 
At any rate, I think we have lost our national game. Cuba 

is going through what our country did some 20 years ago. All 
the kids were playing baseball. Today in America there are 
more of them playing golf. 

It is necessary for the American Legion to organize 
leagues and carry on sandlot baseball. The American 
kid has lost most of his sandlots and much of his love 
for the game.

BOOTLEGGING IN CUBA. 

It is a bit surprising to find that bootlegging is carried on 
rather extensively in Cuba. The city of Havana has its share. 
It is not, of course, bootlegging in the fluids which have been 
bootlegged with such avidity in our own country. 

In Havana they bootleg American cigarets. The 
regular price of a pack of American cigarets with all 
the government stamps attached, is 70 cents. In some 
places they may be purchased for as little as 60 cents 
per pack. They are forbidden and therefore the Cu- 
ban, with hundreds of his native cigarets at hand, wants 
them terribly. And when things are: forbidden there 
will always arise the bootlegger. He sells them cigarets 
for 30 cents per pack. And is looked upon as a public 
benefactor and a very fine fellow indeed as he supplies 
a public need. 

But it is: very strange to be standing on the street or sitting 
in one of the ¢afes and to have a stranger whisper that he knows 
where one may purchase some cigarets—‘‘Just off the boat!”

RETIRED FROM ARMY 


Was Commandant of Ben- 
ning Infantry School for 
Four Years. 


FORT BENNING, Ga., Aug. 1.— 
Major General Campbell King, com 
mandant of the infantry school, Fort 


)}| Benning, Ga., for over four years, was 


Monday officially retired from active 
duty in the United States army, after 
more than 36 years’ service in every 
grade in the military ranks, from pri- 
vate to major general of the line. 
General King left Fort Benning on 
June 1, in compliance with a war de- 
partment order which ordered him to 
his home and place of birth in Flat 
Roc, N. ©., te await retirement at his 
own request. 

He commanded the school for a 
longer period than any other officer, 
and achieved while there a _ higher 
grade than any other officer to be in 
charge of its activities. General King 
assumed command of Fort Benning on 
May 4, 1929, succeeding General Ed- 
ward Collins, ordered to the Philip- 
pines, and the period until he left for 
his home, has seen the world’s largest 
school of arms grow and expand into 
one of the greatest military education- 
al institutions in the world. He added 
much to the efficiency of the school, 
and high officials of the war depart- 
ment have many times had occasion to 
commend him for the manner in which 
his leadership has been accomplished. 

General King entered the army as a 

rivate in the fifth cavalry in 1897, 
ling promoted to corporal before he 
was commissioned a second lieutenant 
in July, 1898, and assigned to the 
first infantry. In 1899 he was ordered 
to Cuba, and from there went with the 
first to the Philippine islands, where 
he participated in numerous engage- 
ments on the island of Samar, 

For his services in the World War 
General King was awarded the dis- 
tinguished service cross, and in addi- 
tion holds several foreign decorations, 
among which are the Officer of the 
Legion of Honor, and the Croix de 
Guerre with Palm and Silver Star 
(France), and Commander of the Or- 
der of the Crown of Italy.
